Laritude being 3S m. 42 fcc. South, and alcne, 
without the Parralax, greater than theSemidiameter 
of the Penumbra, 31 m. 39 lec. It cannot be 
feen in rhis Part of the World. 

The Second is an Eclipfe of the Moon, on April 
, the 15th, at three in the Afternoon, therefore in 
• vifible here ; but will be vifible almoft over ail 
Europe , Afia, and Africa; about 8 Digits when 
« greateft, 

! The Third is an Eclipfe of the Sun, on the 24th 
of September , at Eight in the Afternoon, therefore 
1 not to be fcen here ; but towards the Nonh Eaft 
Parts of tfartary , it will be a great Eclipfe. 

The Fourth and laft is an Eclipfe of the Moon, 
on the roth of Oftober, ac Eight in the Morning ; 
but the Moon going down before the Eclipfe be- 
gins, it cannot be feen here ; but further to the 
Weftward, this Eclipfe when greateft will be 
vifible five Digits and a half.
